Pats purchased and Made Profitable -Mr,

New YORK, April 28.—Charles Francis 
game, president of the Union Pacific Railroad 
* py, was before the Pacific railroad com- 
on to-day. Mr. Adams aid he had been 
ident of the Union Pacific road three years 
gpd knew ® great deal of the road and its man- 
ent and working during~ his presidency, 
put knew almost nothing about it prior to that 
time. It was not his business to look into the 
history of different roads to post himself. He 
pad beard vague stories that Directors Gould, 

Pilon «nd Ames had so conducted affairs that 
they were in debt to the company, Mr. 
Adams had investigated these charges, but he 
wit nov permitted to state his conclusions. 

Later in the day, however, while speaking 
of the branch roads, which came into possession 
of the Union Pacific by purchase, Mr. 
Adams wished to state that the stock wa; 
pought in open market by Gould and Dillon. 
He believed, from a caréfal scratioy, that 
Gould and Dillon had always been more than 
fir to thecompsny. He believed that thay 
had a personal interest in the Union Pacific so 
strong that he had always been rather over 
scrupuicus in their transactions with or for 
the company. 

Mr. Adams told how different branches had 
been acquired by the Union Pacific. Some 
bed been built by and for his company; some 
had been built as competitors and. had been 
hopght ont; some had been purchased after 
completion, or while in process of construction, 
foprevent their falling into rival hands, and 
some had been ferced upon the Union Pacitic 
by various compulsory causes. Soms of these 
branch«s were profitable in themselves; some 

id expenses and no more, while others ran 

ind. but he remarked all of them as most 
fitab!e in buciness for the main line. 

He estimated that five million dollars of the 
revenue of the company was derived from bas- 
iness over the branch lines. His company 
owrs fiticen huodred miles of narrow gaugo 
wad. but the policy cf the company wastosab- 
stitute the broad gange as fast as possible. 

Mr. Adams had a poor opinion of roads built 
exclusively to accommodate mining railroads, 

ef which his company has several among its 
branches. Mining railrcads is a species of 
gambling. While the mines last they are ex- 
ceedingiy profitable. When they give out you 
bave your road a dead load on your hands. A 
road through anagricultural country he thought 
wellef. Being asked to give the history of 
seyera! of the branches Mr. Adams said: 

“Tho history of allis about the same. You 
can take them up in their order. Gould had 
grand scheme of developing an active rail- 
way system west of Omaha—the St. Joseph 
snd Kansas City, by which deliveries were to 
be made to roads running to Chicago and Sb, 
Lovis. A part of this scheme was the purchase 
ofthe Kunsas Central,«which ran along the 
northern part of Kaneas. A part of the Cen- 
tral branch was subsidized, but there were 
many branches feeding it which were notsub- 
sidized. His scheme contemplated the tapping 
of Texas, New Mexico and the whole west. 
Afterwards Gould got interested in other mat: 
ters and dropped the whole scheme.” 

Mr. Adams could not tell the first cost of 
construction of the Union Pacific. It was be- 
fore witness wasconnected with it. It was 
built in the most extravagant manner po3si- 
ble. The branch system of the Union Pacific 
had been elaborated at an enormous expense, 
and every dollar of that money might just as 
well have been paid into the pockets of stock- 
holcers in dividends. Branches of the road 
were paying, so it would seem, for white they 
made <icficits in themselves it was a 
fact that they fed the main line 
with business on which large profits 
were made. Considering this branch of mak- 
ing mouey the company had gone into outside 
enterprises, not always successfully. Theroad 
was driven into schemes to develop this or 
that industry by the press and people. They 
clamored and eried that the road was not en- 
terprising and was ungrateful if it did not go 
into these schemes and then denounced the 
_, for its recklessness when one of them 

led. 

_ Mr. Adams said that he did not know of an 
instance where a Girector, officer or employe 
of the Union Pacific had had any interest in 
any contract with the Union Pacific.

7HE NEGROES WANT PLEDGES. 


An Evening Paper Scoops Its Two Morning 
Contemporaries. 

MontTGoMERY, Ala., April 28.—[Special.]— 
Tle Evening Star camo out this evening vleh 
a full expose of the so-called citizens meeting, 
held last night in opposition to the desnecsalle 
ticket, and created considerable sensation. 
The meeting was to be confined solely to the 
Jaithful and R. W. Sharp, candidate for mayor. 
As a matter of precaution, it kept the door to 
prevent any not in favor with the movement 
irom entering. There were several hundred 
present, including a large number of negroes. 
Great consternation was created in the camp 
by the speech of George Jones, a radical negro 
kader, who demanded to know what pledges 
the Shar® party were willing to make; that the 
regroes expected at least one-third of the of- 
fices; that Sharp and his ticket could not be 
elected withou;s their aid, and that they would 
nos support the ticket unless they had 
fome assurance. Efforts were made 
to quiet Jones, and he was pretty roundly 
abused. A colored butcher opposed him, and 
said the colored people did not want any offices. 
Jones contended that they did, and must have 
pledges. Great confusion ensued, and Jones 
wes invited to Jeave, but refused to do so. It 
is believed that this Gemand of the negroes 
will srexiously split the citizens’ party, and the 
workingmen will leavcit. Neither the morn- 
ing papers bad the particulars of the meeting, 
and the publication by the Star was the first 
infonmation the community had of the affair. 


MORE TROUBLE FOR CHICAGO. 


Six Thousand Laborers Fixing Up for a 
Strike. 

CurcaGco, April 23.-#A strike directly affect- 
ing five or six thousand hod carriera and. la- 
borers, and necessarily involving, practically, 
all bricklayers, plasterers and stone masons in 
the city will be inaugurated on May Ist, and 
building operations promise to be indefinitely 
suspended again. Tie hod carriers and labor: 
ers, following the example of the painters and 
carpenters, made a demand some months ago 
for higher wages and shorter hours. Since then 
the employers’ association bas twice decided to 
not accede to the demand. The men have 
persisted on naming May Ist as the day when 
the demand would be enforced. The move 
made today by the master masons and builders 
shows plainly they will resist inflexibly. They 
iseucd a formal circular giving notice that 
members ofthe association will refuse to re- 
cognize the hod carriers union. Officers of the 
union have begun arranging for an immediate 
masimeeting, at which it is expected the strike 
will be cfiicially declared. 


BURNING OF A LARGE BUILDING 
Fire--The 


in New York by 
Flames Elsewhere. 

New York, April 28.—Early this morning 
fire was discovered in the large factory build- 
irg, No. 225 to 227 Canal street. The ground 
flLor was let out in stores occupied by I. Stro- 
kier & Co., manufacturers of upholstery goods 
end curtain fixtures; J. Moore & Co., dealers 
in fine furniture, and the New York Farniture 
Supply company. The basement was used for 
storege purposes, and much inflammable ma- 
terial was stored away here. The second floor 
wes occupied solely by Strokier & Co,; the third 
story by D. W. Osborn, agent for a Philadel- 
phia maker of umbrella cases and billiard table 
coversand the Union Tie company. The three 
upper lofts were used by Hardleim & Schlea- 
ther, manufacturers of dressand cloak trim- 
mings. A large numberof girls wereemployed 
in the building, but they had fortunately left 
before the fire broke out. 

It was midnight before the flames were ex- 
tinguished. Stroken & Co. carried a stock of 
$160,000; that of Herdleim & Schlatther was

TRAIN ROBBERY 


THE ROAD AGENTS AT WORK IN 
ARIZONA, 


They Signal Down a Train, Take Possession of It and 
Hob the Express Car-They Then Detach the 
Engine ard Make Their Hscape- Other 
Crimizal Happenings of the Day, 


Saw Francisco, April 28.—A special from 
Tuston says the western bound express, due 
there at 10:30 last evening, was stopped and 
robbed at Papago station, eighteen miles east 
of there about 9:30 o’clock. The number of 
men engaged in the robbery is variously esti- 
mated from five to eight. Harper, the en- 
gineer, when approaching Papago, was signal- 
led by a red lantern to stop. He slowed down 
ard as he approached the light he noticed ob- 
structions on the track, so placed, thatin case 
he failed to stop, the engine would spread the 
track and derail itself. Immediately on stop- 
ping, a dozen or more shots were fired into the 
express car and a man with a pistol in each 
band boarded the locomotive and commanded 
Harper not to get down. 

The other robbers had, in the meantime, 
been prying open the express,and failing to 
get it open they placed a stick of giant rowder 


under itand compelled Harper to light the, 


fuse attached. This he was obliged to do, but 
to avoid being blown up the messenger opened 
the car and the robbers took possession. Af- 
ter extinguishing the fase they then took 
charge of the car, uncoupled the engine, bag- 
gage and express from the remainder of the 
train, and made Harper get on the engine and 
pull abead two lengths. This being done, 
Harper was again put off. The robbers took 
offthe engine and pulled six miles toward 
Tuscon. Here they “killed” the engine and 
left it. 

During the run the robbers went throuzh 
the mail and express cars, but didn’t get more 
then $5,000, They got two packages of rail- 
rosd n.oney—one of $1,210 and ono of $590, 
and also two packages of postage stamps going 
to the pcstofiice at San Francisco, It is re- 
ported that the express messengers threw 
thirty-five hundred dollars in gold into the 
stove, and so saved it from the robbers. Noth- 


ing was known here of the affair till past mid- . 


night, when a telegram was received from 
Pantano, a brakeman haying walked back 
eight miles to that place. 

Special was sent down and the train brought 
in at six o'clock this morning, None of the 
passengers were molested, and some of the pas- 
sengers knew nothing of the trouble until afcer 
their arrival here, Under Sheriff Schibell was 
early at thescene of trouble, bus could discov- 
er nothing that would lead to the identity of 
the robbers. Ten trailers under Deputy Sheriff 
M. F. Shaw, have left for the scene of trouble. 
The robbers are believed to be discharged 
railroad employes. Although they compelled 
Engineer] Harper to show them how to handle 
the locomotive, it iz believed by their actions 
in handling the train, that they were familliar 
with such work. 

The railroad company has offered $1,000 re- 
ward for each of the robbers, convicted. Wells, 
Fargo & ‘express company, has offered a 
similar reward, Dispatches to Wells, Fargo & 
Co. were to the effect thatthe train was held 
up three miles east of Papago, in a cut. The 
mail was robbed as well as theexpress. No 
one was injured by the shooting. When news 
of the robbery was cirried back to 
Psentano, United States Marshal Mead and a 
deputy, two deputy sheriffs ani two others 
started after the train. The lecomotive and 
cars were found at a whistling post abouta 
mile west of Papago. The engine was “dead.” 
The headlight had been put out and the air 
—" were on. There was no traceof the rob- 

rs, 

Marshal Mead sent for troops to Fort Lowell 
and thirty-five soldiers left there at 5 o'clock 
this morning to scour thecountry. Officer 
Harris wes expected toarrive soon and another 
party with Indian trailers was expected to ar- 
rive from Yuma to hunt foi the robbers. 

Colonel Wilder, superintendent of mail ser- 
vice, eaid this aiternoon that he had just re- 
ceived a dispatch from the mail agent on the 
route between Los Angeles and Deming con- 
cerning the robbery. 

The mail and express agents were given just 
one and a-half minutes to get out, under threats 
of being blown up with five hundred pounds of 
dynamite, and they at once got out, the express 
messenger saving five thousand dollars by 
hastily hiding the money, Colonel Wilder did 
not know the extent of the mailrobbery. The 
express was running light on thistrip. With 
the rewards offered by the railroad company, 
Wells, Fargo & Co. and the postoffice depart- 
ment, it will profit whoever may be the cap. 
turer of the robbers— $2,200 for each captare, 


WAYLAID AND KILLED. 


A Prominent Local Optionist Killed by a 
Saloon Keeper. 

PorTsMOUTH, O, April 28.—Dr. W, T. Nor- 
throp, a prominent eee at Haverhill, in 
the eastern portion of Sciotio county, was mur- 
dered yesterday by Thomas McCoy,a saloon 
keeper, and his brother Alfred, postmaster at 
Haverbill, aiéed by twosons of Alfred Mc- 
Coy. Dr. Northrop had iocurred the dis- 
pleasure of the McCoys by being activein fa- 
vor of local option. They waylaid him yester- 
day when coming to his office and began firing 
on him with pistols and shotguns. He was 
unarmed, but drewa pocketknife and badly 
wounded Alfred McCoy before he was fatally 
shot. The doctor was about thirty-five years 
old and unmarried. The McCoys have been 
arrested, and thereisa feeling in favor of 
lyrching. | see

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FLEEING FROM JUSTICE. 


Officers Busy Arresting the Bald Kaobbers 
in Migsouri, 

St. Louis, April 28.—The Christian county 
grend jury, that has for two weeks been in- 
vestigating the night raids of the Bald Knuob- 
bers, completed their work yesterday and hand- 
ed fifteen more bills to Judge Hibbard, and 
were then discharged. The total number of 
indictments found by the jury is about 250, but 
not more than eighty ns are named ia the 
charges. Some individuals are indicted in four 
and five cases. The members of the jury all 
think that the Bald Knobbers are now under 
civil jurisdiction, and that no more black calico 
will be bought im Christian county for the pur- 
poze of ing masks. Everybody seems to 
think that the reign of terror is over. 

A prominent citizen of Sparta informed a 
citizen of Ozark today that forty or fifty per- 
sons Within his knowledge had left the county 
since the grand jury began the investigation. 
Sheriff Johnson will start out in the morning 
with his pockets full of capiases for fifty or 
more Bald Knobbers who have been indicted 
and are still at large. Nobody can guess when 
the murderers will finally be tried. 

It is the aim of the Bald Knob attorneys to 
puf the trial off as long as possible. Some of 
the attorneys cay that they will never consent 
to go to trial in Christian county. There is no 
doubt now that the strength of the Bald Knob- 
bers’ organization in that county has been 
very n uch over-estimated, and that instead of 
Walker’s figures being approximately correct, 
the Black Mask following at no time exceeded 
250. All the active participants in the Bald 
hk. nob depredations have been indicted and the 
better element in the organization are glad that 
the deadly obligation that bound them to 
secrecy is now broken.

Mr. Gladstone is Delighted and Has a Talk Witigthe 
Inciams—He Makes a Speech,and is Loudly 
Cheered - Coercion Bill in the House 
of Com Other Foreign Notes. 


LonpDoON, April 28.—Mr. Gladstone and his 
wife today paid a visit to the grounds of the 
American exhibition and camp of the Wild 
West show. A special performance was given 
for their entertainment, and they were much 
impressed by the aborigines. Mr. Gladstone 
sat and looked on with all evidence of child- 
like delight. After the performance was over 
he was introduced to “Red Shirt,” one of the 
Indians. Mr. Gladstone spoke to him at 
length, and asked him whether he noticed any 
difference between English and Americans, or 
if he regarded them as brothers. ‘Red Shirt’ 
replied that he didn’t notice much about the 
brotherhood, 

Fifteen hundred workmen employed at the 
exhibition grounds cheered for “Gladstone and 
home rule.’ Mr. Gladstone and his wife 
repeatedly bowed in answer to salutations. 

Mr, Gladstone was entertained at lunch by 
the managers of the exhibition. Colonel Ras- 
eell, of Boston, presided. Mr. Gladstone, re: 
plying to atoastto his health, said, among 
other things: 

‘Lhe institutions and progress of the United States 
have always been subjects ofgreat interest to me. 
Ever since—very Many yearsago—I studied the 
life of Wasbington, I became then aware, first of 
the magnitude ofthe destiny reserved for Ameéri- 
cane, and, second, of the fact that the period of the 
birthofan American state was of more interest 
than any other it was possible to oven f Whenever 
a youth, desirous of studying political life, consults 
me respecting a courte of study in the field of history, 
I always refer him to the early history of America. 
God Almighty made Englishmen and Americans 
kirsmen, and they ought to have affections for one 
another. Ifthey had not, humanity should cry 
‘shame” upon them. I rejoice that the clouds 
which once obscured our mutual vision have al- 
most vanished from our political sky, and that the 
future is as bright ard of por as the warmest- 
hearted among us could desire.

THE CARDINAL AND THE KNIGHTS. 


Cardinal Manning Writes About Relations 
ofthe Church and Labor. 


Loxpon, April 28.—Ne xt Saturday's issue of 
the Tablet will contain a special article by 
Cardinal Manning in which he will contend 
that unlees the rights of labor can be denied, 
the liberty of organization to protect them and 
frecdom founded upon them cannot be denied. 
Toward the end of the last century, the car- 
dipal says, doctrines of political economy, 
under the plea of free contract, broke up the 
old relations between employer and employed. 
and the conflict between capital and labor then 
became perpetual. The power of capital is all 
but irresistible, for the poor must labor for the 
bread of life. Hunger lays the necessity upon 
them of laboring for the sake of their homes 
and themselves. When the law cessed to in- 
terfere, organizations for mutual} defence 
straightway arose. The Knights of Labor 
and British trades unions represent the rights 
of labor and rights of associations for its de- 
fense. The conflict between capital and labor 
is most unequal. Freedom of contract, on 
which political economy glorifies itself, hardly 
exists. Itissurely the church’s office to pro- 
tect the poor and to protect their labor, which 
bas built up the human commonwealth.

by the transportation of jreights longer distancesin 
the same direction to rival points at less ates than 
we are charged. 

We cx)! your attention tothe fact thatthe state 
of North Carolina bas no railroad commission, the 
effort to obtain one from the last legislature having 
been defeated largely through the extraordinary 
exercise of the powerful influenceofthe railroad 
corporations controlling the lines within the state, 

They are thus enabled to impose upon our people 
high local tariffs, in evidence: of which we ask 
your attention tothe tables annexed hereto. It 
will be seen thatour people are paying from 10 to 
100 per cent more than the local tariff fixed by the 
Georgia commission,ahe average excess on four 
principal lines being over 40 per cent. 

The railroads asseri that their through rates from

After reading the above petition in a loud, 
clear voice, Mr. Calder made some statements 
and offered some facts and figures in support of 
the allegations contained in his memorial]. 

Mr. Sol Haas: ‘I understand you to say, Mr. 
Calder, that the paper signed by the merchants 
is not the expression of the people of Wilming- 
ton. Now, is it not true that these names aro 
the names of some of the very best business 
mén in the city?” 

‘ Yes,'sir,” was the reply. 

“Then,” queried Mr. Haas, ‘‘what is the 
trouble?” 

“The trouble is the railway rates in North 
Carolina are too high. They are much higher 


‘than those which obtain in Georgia Sunder the 


schedule of rates fixed by the Georgia railroad 
commission. Wilmington is discriminated 
against.” 

“As I understand it,” said Mr. Haas, “you 
are not dissatisfied with yourown rates, only 
you think they ought to beas low as tho3e in 
Georgix?”’ ° 

“No, sir, we are not content with our rates,” 

“Why?” 

“Because you charge more from New York 
or Baltimore to Wilmisgtun than you do from 

= to Savanneh or Jacksonville, which are 
th much further.” " 

“How does Charleston compete with Wil- 
mingtor?””’ 

‘The competition begins at the coast.” 

“What class of merchandise is most shipped 
from Charleston into North Carolina?” 

“Principally fertilizers.” 

Mr. Haasasked the witness to names some 
place in North Carolina which was discrimin- 
ated against. : 

“Well, take Rockingham, for example.” 

“Well, will you statein what way you are 
discriminated against?” 

Witncss stated in general terms how Charles- 
ton and Richmond, being given better rates 
than Wilmington, could get the advantage of 
the latter in the matter of freights to be sent 
to interior towns in North Carolina, 

Cojonel Bragg: “What is the population of 
Wilmington, N. C.?’S 

“About 20,600, as generally estimated.” 

“Can you say.’ continued Colonel Bragz, 
“which do the largest part of the trade of Wil- 
mingtcn - the railways or the water lines?” 

“I don’t Enow that Ican answer this ques- 
tion positively.” 

The witness wes questioned as to the line of 
steamers which ply between the eastern cities 
and Wilmington,the number of trips per week, 

the toprazge of ships, etc., etc., which he an- 
ewered as best he could, he taid, without ref- 
erence to tables or statistics. 

“How do the rates from Baltimore to Wil- 
mington compare with those from New York 
and Philadelphia to Wilmington?’ asked Mr. 
So) Hass. | 

“I belicve they are lower,” was the answer. 

Commissioner Bragg: “How many bales of

There was no response,and the memorial 
was filed. 

J. W. Ponder, of Opelika, read a memorial 
from the business men of that place. This pe- 
tition stated that Opelika was discriminated 
against by the railways, and it contained many 
facts and figures in support of this assertion. 
Mr. Pouder was cross-questioned by Mr. Sol 
Haas and Mr, Stahlman. 

W. O. Harwell, of Opelika, was sworn. 

Mr. Ponder conducted the examination. 

Witness stated that he had been in basiness 
for the past fifteen years in Opelika, and was 
familiar with the railway rates of that place 
from the west. He stated thatin the matter 
of rates, Opelika is discriminated against in 
fayér of Columbus and Montgomery. He gave 
many examples, and instanced the fact that on 
acarload of corn, Colambus gets $20 the ad- 
vantsge of Opelika. 

Commicsioner Bregg asked the witness what 
wes the population of Opelika, and he an- 
swered: “About 4,000.” 

“How meny banks have you?” 

“Two >)? 

“How long have the present rates been in ef- 
fect?’ was asked by General E., P, Alexan- 
der. 

‘ About two years, I think.” 

Mr, Stehlman, General Alexander and other 
prominent railway officers plied question after 
question tothe witness in quick succession. 
He answered ali in a humorous and ready way 
that produced some merriment, and relieved 
the polix proceedings of some of the dreariness 
end occasioned much laughter. He then with- 
drew. 

Mr. J. W. Ponder was again permitted to 
make a statement, and he supplemented the 
showing made by Mr. Harwell, and gave some 
acditional facts and figures tending to show 
how Opelika is injured by the unjust discrimi- 
nation of the railways. 

Judge Cooley— Gentlemen, this completes the 
list of witnesses furnished the commissioners. 
Have the petitioners any evidence in rebuttal 
which they wish to present? 

Mr. Sol Hass was recalled and asked to ex-. 
plain the echedules of rates in vogue in the va- 
rious lines over which he had control. This 
he did by exhibiting bills of lading, tariff 
charts, etc., and elaborately explaining them 
as he wentalong. The committees the while 
were grouped around the table upon which he 
was making his exhibits. 

THE ARGUMENTS HEARD, 

Judge Cooley asked if there were any other 
Witnesses on either side who desired to be 
heard. None responded, and he then asked if 
there were any arguments to be made. 

Judge Chisholm said that he was desirous of 
being heard. 

Genera! Alexander said that he wanted to 
make an argument. f 

Mejor Hanson remarked that he desired to 
be heard. 

“Are there any persons who wish to be 
heard on behalf of the opposition?’ asked 
Judge Cooley, Lut there was no response. | 
‘Then,” said the jadge, ‘we are ready to hear 
the arguments, and will hear as the first speak- 
er Judge Chishoim.” 

Thereupon Judge Chisholm approached-to 
within w few feeet of the table /be- 
hind .which tbe commissioners sat, and 
proceeded toaddress them regarding the legal . 
points involved in thedisputed sectionsof the 
interstate commerce bill. He took up. the 


+ main featnres of the act and minutely ex- 


amined thcm iv detail. With that rare acumen 
which bas made him one of the keenest of law- 
yer®, With that broad, intellectaal grasp of 
facts and prixciples which has given him such 
pewer asa coustitutional lawyer, with that 
logical arrangement of points and con- 
Vincii g way cf marshalling them | which has 
rencered him an irresistable pleader before a 
court or a jury, Judge Chisholm stated his case. 
His aim Was not tocomment upon the testi- 
mony which had been adduced before the com- 
mission, or tospeak upon the general issues 
involved inthe enforcement cr annulling of 
the fourth clause of the act. His was an argu- 
ment to prove to the commission that, under 
the Jaw which brought them iutv being, could 
exercise the large discretionary powers invested 
in them, and make permanently inoperative 
the long and short haul section. He quoted | 
autborities and analysed the act. He gave his 
interpretation of the spirit of the ack,, 

Judge Chisholm’s argument was’ heard at- 
tentive'y by the commissioners and. a large 
number of visitors. Upon its conclusion he 
was warmly congratulated by General Alex- 
ander, Mr. Fink, Mr. Sol Haas, Mr. Stalhman 
and others, 

Judge Cooley said,after a short intermission, 
that he would hear either of the other gentle- 
men. : 
General Alexander had expected to make 
the next argument, but not having his charts 
ready, he gave way and reqested Colonel J. F. 
Hanson to proceed, stating that he would make 
the closing address. 

Colonel Hanson then came forward, and 
Judge Cooley desired him to proceed with his 
argument. By thistimethe crowd was aug- 
mented, many citizens coming in to hear the 
speeches. Colonel Hanson had been requested - 
by the business men of Macon, Columbus, 
Augusta and other points to state the case to 
the commission. He had fully mastered the 
details of the great problems with which the 
commission and the railways have to deal, and 
he wes exceptionally well equipped for the 
task assigned. Even before opening his mouth 
he meade a favorable impression uponall. His 
stalwart, handsome figure, and his earnest 
countenancé denoted strength of mind and 
strength of body. Everybody expected to 
hear an able presentation of the case, and no- 
body was dissppointed. After a few grace- 
ful preliminary remarks Colonel Hanson 
stated that the contest before the commission 
was not from people who declared themselves 
overcharged, but whose complaint was that 
certain others had rates toolow. He had it 
fiom the best authority that the railroads in 
Georgia could not reduce their local rates 
which were fixed by a state commission. Theso 
rates were now as lowas the ranning expen- 
ecs of the roads would permit of. Since, there- 
fore, these roads could not afford to reduc3 
their local rates, it followed that, if the fourth 
section were putin force, that through rates 
would have to be raised to the local rate. And 
what would this amount to? It would mike 
it impossible for the west to deliver its ex:ess 
of production in the south, and would make it 
equally imposssble for the south to deliver her 
€XCCES of product to the north 
and west. It would stop 
trade between different sections. There are 
really but two classes seeking relief from the 
fourth section—merchants and manu facturera., 
The farmers are not here because they have no 
grievance to find with the railroads as man- 
aged. The merchant's business is localized, 
and if the merchant at Atlanta has rates which 
enable him to meet Chattanooga, Augusta, 
Mecon and Montgomery, heis in condition for 
business. The manufacturer, however, spreads 
Out in a broader field, and must com- 
pete with distant points. The popular idea 
thet the south has unlimited profit in store for 
cotton manufacturers is fullacious. There is 
the advantage cf afractionin the purchase of 
cotton, but that igs more than offset by the 
heavy freight charges on machinery, and re- 
pairs which involve the tsansportation of ma- 
cbinery. ‘If,’ said Colonel Hanson, with 
spirit, “I bad to invest in cotton milling for 
my posterity, I would locate them in New 
England.” Increase the rates, as would be the 
«ficct of the fourth section, and you will tear 
down the industries of a whole section of 
country which it has taken years to build up. 
Take the case of Atlanta and Jonesboro. 
Let Jonesboro have the deduc- 
tien of freight mileage which 
ber nearness to Savannah would give her, and 
what then? Her local dealers, who have no 
credit, because not known in New York, would 

have to go to Atlanta, where they have credit 
and are knw? and bring back these very 
goods which’but the day before passed in bulk 
through their own town. Thus, while they 
would have the right to the rate, they would 
te unable to avail themselves of it, because 
they would have, after all, to trade at their 
own commercial centers. “I appeal to you, 
then,” said he, “to make permanent your sus- 
pension of the fourth section.” 
A FARMER'S PROTEST. 

No sooner had Major Hanson taken his seat 
than up jumped Mr. Pike Hill, formerly s law- 
yer of now a planter of 
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pulled out their watches simultaneously. 
“We would prefer,” remarked Commissioner 


Schoonmaker, “to hear the gentleman’s argu- 


ment after dinner.” 
“It wants only twelve minutes to 2 o'clock,” 


suggested Colonel Bragg. 
‘That's plenty ig * aes for me to state 


my case,” cried Mr. 

“We will hear you for twelve minutes,” re- 
marked the commissioners. 

‘‘As I said in rising, I am here to ak in behalf 
of the sgriculturists, a class of people who produce 
the tonnage for the railroads. This class has no 
other representative here. There are retainers 
here, there are railway princes here and rich man- 
ufacturers. The farmer cries_out against the an- 
nulling of the law which congress, in its wisdom, 


enacted. 

Mr.-Hill paused a moment, made an effective ges- 
ture and proce : 

‘A great deal is being written about theinterstate 
commerce bill and the commission app inted to 
execute the same, and from what is said one 
would suppose the congress, president and com- 
mission are the enemies of railroads and seeking 
their utter destruction. Can any one believe for 
one moment these functionaries fail to recognize 
the blessings of railroad transportation in this aga 
of progress and Gevelopment an seek todo it i- 
justice? Such a propositionissilly, puerile and 
unjust. The law enacted by congress is nothing 
more or less than a formulation of the common 
law. Now if the railroads have been observing tne 
law, does it lay in their mouths to complain that 
copgrets has provided a quick, speedy remedy by 
the commission, or courte, to settle differences be- 
iween common Carriersand their patrons. I have 
always supposed those who have a law on their 
side are anxious for speedy trialand swift justice. 
But the raiJroads take a different view of the mat- 
ter, and from one end of the country to the other 
they denounce the law, the co ssion and coa- 

ess as ifit were acrime tomake them obey the 

aw of the land, which ages ofexperience has 
proven wise and just to a!l parties. 

“Tf railroads have been observing the law and try- 
ing to live up to its requirements, is it not passin 
strange they should be holding conventions an 
calling on the commission for advice, counsel and 
instruction, how to act soastobe within its per- 
view? No, these mammoth  corpora- 
tions have acted so long withou obeying the law 
that they had supposed they were a law untothem- 
selves, and when the law-making power provides 
speedy remedies to control their conduct, they 
seek by all manner of means to bring the law in 
disrepute and evade its just requirements. Many 
thoughtless people say the stockholders built the 
railroads with their money, and they ‘should be 
silowed to use their property in such mancer as to 
yield the greatest profit. How absurd this proposi- 
tion. It bas from time immemorial been the law of 
the land to control and keep within proper bound 
capital toat seeks to make profit out of the pa, 
and regulate the same so that the weak and poor 
may te protected against wealth and power, 
whether in the hands of individuals or incorpora- 
tions. Tre man of means builds his mill or ferry, but 
the law tays what he shall charge for his service; 
the capitalist lends his money for gain, but the 
law saysthou shait take no usurv. If it be just 
that the law should control capital and money in 
these instances, is it not much more soin the case 
of railroads upon which the people must depend 
for transportation? The right of eminent domain 
being vested in people, and they having lent its 
use to railroads for public use, it is the imperative 
duty of the law-makfng power to see to it that the 
public be treated justly and fairly in the use of the 
fame. 

‘‘Most of the states have enacted laws and ap- 
pointed commissions to hold in check these vast 
and powerful corporations, but state commissions 
being powerless to control beyond the jurisdiction 
of the state, railroads have circumvented the 
state“authority, by rebates, pooling and unjust 
charges for short hauls compared with long ones, 


the people, justly indignant, pressed upon congress 


the enactment ofsuch lawsas would compel the 
railroads to do equal justice to all persons and 
places. The law is wise, just and — to atl, and 
time will soon prove its inestimable value. The 
great eficrts of ihe railroads to evade the law of 
corgress by buying and Jeasing connecting roads 
wary enews their anxiety to deal with the paople 
in the fnture as the past without restraint and 
upon such terms as their greed for gain may dic- 
tate. 

“ Has railroad commissions injuredirailroads? Let 
us see. Georgia has a stringent railroad law and a 
commission that has seen it executed to the letter 
and spirit, yet there are more railroads being built 
in Georgia than at apy previous time in the history 
of the state, and so I might say of other states with 
railroad commissions. 

‘‘Now, as long as railroads coatinue to multiply 
we may rest assured capital is — profitably in- 
vested, and that commissions and laws are doing 
no harm. 

‘‘Let the people stand by the state and federal 
commissions and laws, and the time is not far dis- 
taut when al! the states and sections will feel that. 
aggregated Capital in railroads may bless, but is 
powerless for harm.” 

Mr. Hiil’s remarks were ¢elivered in a spir- 
ited manner, and some of his thrusts provoked 
laughter, 

As goon as he resumed his seat Judge Cooley 
eaid: “Gentlemen, the hour for recess has 
come and we will adjourn to meet again at 4 
o'clock, 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

By 4 o’clock a considerable crowd had as- 
sembled in the council chamber. The word 
had gone out that General E. P. Alex- 
ander, the president of the Georgia 
Central, was to make an _  addres3;, 
and this was sufficient to attract many of the 
leading citizens of Atlanta. Senator Jo- 
seph E. Brown and ex-Mayor Hillyer were 
early in their seats. 

It was twenty minutes after 4 o'clock before 
all the commissioners were in their places. 
Then Judge Cooley asked General Alexander 
to proceed. 

' ALEXANDER’S MASTERLY PRESENTATION, 


Before opening his argument General Alex- 
ander tacked upon the wall of the building 
two maps or charts, with some curious draw- 
ing vbpon them. These were designed with 
great ingenuity as pictoral exposi- 
tors cf the theory of the long 
and short baul., It ig not 

asy to describe intelligibly these charts. The 
argerone represented two terminal points— 
one at the sea, the other in the interior. There 
was a line beginning at the lowest point and 
gradually rising till it touched the highest, 
‘There were imaginary stations, ten of them, 
between these termini. After leaving one 
pcint, the line, which represented the grade of 
cherges, rose with regular graduation. One 
could thus see at a glance the real practical op- 
eration of the lopngand short haul and the 
charges which were made for freight to the 
ten. stations drawn on the map, Gen- 
eral Alexanéer, a singularly capable mathema- 
ticiey, had expended much thought upon this 
pictorial device. He asked the members of the 
commission to turn round eo that they could 
get a good view of the charts. Then he said: 

“IT am not an orator, notwithstanding that 
I was not. like our friend who addressed us 
before dinner, raised on afarm. In seeking to 
make a clear exposition of our side of the case, 
genilemer, it has occurred to me that by draw- 
ing these charts I could iliustrate more clearly 
than by any mere words or facts, however 
etrorg, the principle involved in the long 
ard short  han!, I can, too, 
indicate with force and {clearness how our ob- 
jections originated and upun what ground they 
rest. Let me proceed to explain these draw- 
ingr, then I will make mpjillustrations.” 

After this brief exordium Gen- 
cral Alexander proceeded to show the 
commissioners how the lines on his charts 
served to illustrate a railway, with its termini 
and inteimediate points. The commissioners 
were deeply interested with this unique ex- 
position, and subsequently complimented Gen- 
eral Alexander upon his ingenuity. 

‘These illustrations will, I trust, conviuca 
you, gentlemen, that our opposition to the 
fourth rection of the act is not 
flimsy but well grounded. You see how it 
would be practically impossible for this rule to 
be carried ovt without disastrous injury to the 
railways. They can go to a certain point, but 
besond that they caaunot proceed 
withent ruinous consequences, f we 
Legin down here (pointing to the lowest 
line) and graduate our charges to here (point 
ing tooneof the intermediate stations), we 
reach the highest rate which can be miin- 
tained. Now we are only half way. What 
are we to do about the ‘higher stations (point- 
ing tothore near the top of the chart)? If we 
continue to raise our charges, we will 
be up to the skies before reaching 
here (indicating the highest point on the line). 
When we reach this middle station we have 
reached about the highest point that can ba 
maintained, because competition ccmes in here 
from the other end. We are therefore com- 
pelled to keep our rates down or to go out of 
the transportation business.” 

This point was ably elaborated by the 
speaker. Without the aidofhis chart, how- 
ever, itis almost impossible to reprodace the 
arguments he employed. He then turned his 
attention to other phases of the sabject and 
msde some cogent arguments. Continuing he 


raid; “I rsally felp sorry for some of our 
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friends who came kere to help us ont and 
who got into the mire 
could not get out themselves. The 
gentleman from Columbia, 8. C., who quarries 
near Abbeville, in that state, came here 
and stated that ifthe long and short clause 
were enforced, it would ruin his business and 
he could no longer ship granite to Cincinnati. 
He was asked to state why so, and he was aj & 
lees to explain.” 

The gentieman who spoke last befere dinner 
referred to the railroads as great corporations, in 
whose behalf the right of eminent domain had 
been exercised, and said that they were, therefore 
subject to the law, and their rates shoald be fixed 
by jaw. We have been through that process in 
this state. A commission has been appointed 
which has fixed our rates, which rates have stood 
for years. Moreover, the proofof the pudding is 
inthe eating. If there is extortion the roads 
must be gettingrich. What is the fact? The whole 
business of this country isin the hands of several 
great sysiems. The R. & D. system is one, I 
do not think any road in that system has declared 
a dividend in a number of years. Next comes the 
East Tennessee, Virgi and Georgia, which, I 
think, has never declared a dividend. The same 
is true of the Savannah, Florida and Western. 
Louisville and Nashyille has not declared a divi- 
dend for ebout five years. The State road is leased 
and is prosperous. I think since the Georgia rail- 
road Company was first started it has declared a 
dividend of about six per cent. It is represented by 
oniy about $16,000 a mile of bonds and about $4 000 
a mile of stock, It was capitalized in the year 
1855, when it was only a stringer of track with a 
small and inefficient equipment of past years. 
In forty years the business of the country has crys- 
talized almost, and quite a large local business 
has been built up. We hope after awhile the 
growth of the country will enable that road to pay 
still greater dividends; but when any one talks of 
great Corporations riding over the rights of people, 
ot eshorbitant profits, which should be en 
away, he is simply riding an old hobby that it is 
not necessary forme to cbarecterize. The proof 
shows what is the true situation. 

This re minds me ofa|good story I heard Chaunce 
DePew tell in New York not long since. He sai 
that he madea visit to a lunatic asylum. Soon 
after entering that dreary abode he saw iu the pas- 
fage way a man sitting stracdle of a wood horse. 
The demented man was har psu g his imaginary 
steed and urging him forward as if he were a noted 
racer, Upon ene. hear the lunatic the 
visitor, wilung to humor his whim, said to the 
rider: ‘That's afinesteed you have there.’ The 
ciazy fellow replied: ‘Don’t you know the differ- 
ence between a horse and a hobby? This ain’t a 
horse, it’s a hobby.’ ‘No, I don’t know the differ- 
ence,’ raid Depew, what is it?’ ‘Well, you can ride 
a horse and then get off, but if you ride a hobby 
you can never get off while you live. {Laughter. | 
This reminds me of some of the hobby riders or 
this day, they can’t get off their hob>vy. I ex- 
pect the millenium in railroads tocome when the 
gentlemen of thiscommittee shall be appointed 
pool commissioners for life to regulate the 
pooling to take place between all the rail- 
roads in the gUnited States. The oppon- 
ents of one petitions come before you and all 
say the same thing. They praise the wisdomof the 
congress that framed this law, and want to see it 
put into effect, because they know what they have 
cannot be taken away fromthem. The peopie who 
favor revolutions are always those who have noth- 
ing tolose. {Mr. Morrison, sotto yvoce—You yeeeee 
here didn’t believe this about twenty odd years 
ago. They belong to the same class with 
Mr. Reagan, author of the bill, who has taken a 
hobby and refures to see cma tas but big corpora- 
tions, for which he wanisto go, Itisa well known 
fact in railroad experience that areduction of rates 
always increases business, We might well 
be asked: “Can ge not reduce your 
rates bere and thus build up your business? This 
would be a legitimate quesiion. It is one 
to which I have given a great dealofthought. A 
mistaken idea on the subject is prevalent all over 
the country. it has been supposed that by low 
rates we might bring the businessofthe west 
through the south and sendit to Europe. If low 
rates would bring/ this about, it would be well to 
say to the roads, ‘‘Putdown your rates.” The 
trouble is that with our steamers the'heavy freights 
go north, while the steamers come back nearly 
emppty. When they getto New York they meet 
rates made from the west by the lakes and canals. 
Practically there is water transportation to New 
York from as far west as Duluth, Minnesota; while 
the rail trensportation is in the hands of rich roads, 
such as the Hudson River and-New York 
Centrel, with four _ tracks and a 
paraliel line on theother side ot theriver. Instead 
of our southern por'‘s being outlets they are intets 
The Lusipness fr¢m the west comes around through 
the north down the \tlantic ccean in steamers aud 


from Augusta to Port Royal, 
the finest harbors on the Atlantic 
ahbharbor into whichthe ‘Great Eastern” 
might have come. It wasimagined, with sucha 
harbor, we could get the business of the great west. 
We did notgerit. We imagined it was because 
we hed no _ elevator. We built an elevator, 
there and also at Savannah, capable of holding 
nearly quarter millionof bushels, at an expense of 
$100,000. These elevators have been built four 
pearly eight years,and there has never beena 
peck of corn inone of them. The trouble is not in 
the rates. When the elevator at Port Roy! was 
finished, I was connected with the Louisville and 
Nashyi'ie railroad. A vesselloaded with ste;2! rails 
irom jiverpool was expected. I was asxed to 
make the best pessible rate to start the business, 
und agreed to deadhead the cargo of grain. Tne ves- 
sel came, nnloaded, laid for two weeks in d-muge, 
and sailcd without a peck of grain. I can not ex- 
plain the reason. It may be the climate is against 
us, I have heard that the export trade though 
New Orleans failed on account ofthe climate 
At any rate, the grain Freem3 to 
fullow the money, and the 
tide of travelto northern ,jorts,and with their 
cheap rates it is hopeless for usto attemp: to get 
tre business. 

Commissioner Walker here called General Alex- 
ander’s attention tothe custom as to whether the 
roeds could make any profit in the long hauls at 
the lowered rates. 

General Alexander replied: “I would be glad to 
undertake a contract to moye the Alleghany 
mountains to the Atlantic ocean at three-tenths of 
a cent a mile per ton, or for,less than that if you 
will give me additional business enough.

He finds he must make a profit of 
25 per cent on his hats to enable him to pay for 
store rent, Clerk hire and the other expenses inci. 
dent to the running of his business. A man comes 
along and says: ‘lam notaresidentof Atlanta. I 
live in New Orleans, and my hat that Il am wear- 
ing is gcod enough todo me until I reach home, 
but if you will tell mea new hat and charge me 
ovly 3 per cent above cost instead of 20 per cent, 
as is your custom, I will buy. If not, I will not pur- 
chase.’ Don’t you think this merchant would be 
foolish not to sell the bat under those circum- 
stares? Ido. Now about discrimination. There 
is much senseless talk about discrimination. The 
woid is generally employed in an odions sense. 
This should not be, Discrimination if properly di- 
rected, is one of the very best thingsin the world. 
All successful enterprises, of whatever nature, owe 
their success to discrimination. There is nothing 
bad aboutit. What we wantis tobe permitted to 
use discrimination is making the rates, We donot 
want to be allowed to make discriminations above 
the upper boundary. We want to be allowed 
to go below the lower boundary if neces- 
sary. Jt assuredly @an resnuit in no detriment 
tothe people. They will be the gainers, As aa 
illustration of the subject of 
ing discriminations, take the 
States postoffice department, which discriminates 
against a postal and a letter. It costs the govern- 
ment just about asmuchto carry the one as the 
other, but the difference in charge is upon the the- 
ory that the letter is more valuable to the man who 
receives it than the postal card. If the charges for 
postal seryice were in proportion tothe value of 
the same, family letters might be carried for a 
quarter of a cent apiece, while important business 
letters would pay a much higher rate. You see 
around jou the city of Atlanta. Twenty-two years 
eco it wasa burned mass of brick and mortar. 
Look atit today. Isit well there should be such 
cities? Is it well that there should be places where 
the people should be brought together in large 
numbers? Certain good ends can only thus be ac- 
ccmplished. Inthese days of sh competition, 
of clore margins and smali profits, large concerus 
can serve the people better than small ones. Man- 
ufacturers on a large scale are brought together and 
help each otherin various ways. The waste pro- 
ducts ofone can be taken up by another. The 
skilled employes ofone can repair the machinery 
and tools of the other. Houses are built ia greater 
abundance. Skillfal mechanics who work in 
blacksmith shops, in factories, have in their fami- 
lies girls who work in the cotton mills. The va- 
rious indastries harmonize and inerease the com- 
mon gcod.. Itis exceedingly desirable forthe com: 
munity that there shouid be competing poinis.

While they 
were playing Johnson and Micklejohn noticed 
that Darby’s mind became incoherent and his 
ntterance thick. His looks were so peculiar 
that they decided he was grieving, aud quit 


playing. 
About dark they saw that his condition was 
gerious. Darby called Micklejohn aside and 


gaid : 

“There isa letter in my left hand pants 
pocket, and I want to ask youasa last favor 
to deliver it in person to my wife. You are 
the best friend I have on earth, and tomorrow’s 

_ gon will never rise on me alive.” 

Mick}«john told him that it wonld be em- 
barrassing for him to deliver the message if 
Darby contemplated suicide. Darby replied: 

“I am beyond the reach of mortal remedies, 
and shall never see the sun rise.” ; : 

From that Micklejohn called to Jailer Bird- 
gong, Who was eating suprer, and Darby re. 
marked that “they need not kick up such a 
row because a fellow took a little medicine.” 

Johnson called to Birdsong, and Darby 
reached forward to pull him back, tried to pro- 
test, his voice dropped into an incoherent 
gurel®, and, sinking on his cot, fell into a 

eadly stupor. Officer Goodroe heard the cry 
of alarm and called the jailer, who hurried 
up to the cells, learned the condition of things 
and dispatched a messenger for a physician 
Dr. J. C. Johnson came, and, witha stomach 
pump, tried to resuscitate him, but his efforts 
seemed vain.

Mr. Doty gave bond in the sum of $1,009, 
and was released from custody, while Mar- 
shall, being unable to furnish security, was 
committed to jail. 

Doty bas been for sometime acting as ware- 
houseman for T. P. Bond, and in such capacity 
bead almost unlimited control over the graia, 
hay, cic. that were shipped to the es- 
tablishment. Marshall occupied a position 
as discharging and delivery agent of the Cen- 
tral, and in this capacity had a large control 
over freight that was received at the ware- 
houses of the Central railroad. 

It is charged that there was a collusion be- 
tween Marshall and Doty, by which they ma- 
nipulated a portion of the grain that was con- 
signed to Mr. Bond, and by a system, a; al- 
leged, agreed upon between thom, put this 
grain on the market through a broker, and dis- 
posed of it to some parties in this city. 

On Monday last, twenty sacks of bran were 
delivered tothe drayman of Decker & Faw- 
cett, These, it seems, were part of a consign- 
ment to Mr. Bond. The false or erroneous 
delivery came at once beforethe departure of 
the wagon to the knowledge of the higher offl- 
cials of the Central. Marshall was accused of 
knowingly making a false delivery. He de- 
nied his guilt. Nothing was done un- 
til yesterday, when, as stated, 
he was arrested and com miited 
to jailin default of pail. He wrotea note to 
Mr, Doty and requested an officer to deliver it 
tohim. Mr. Bond accompanied the officer to 
his warehouse, where Mr. Doty was found and 
confronted him with an accusation of complic- 
ity in the matter. He denied the charge, and 
on sirest gave bond and was released. Mr. 
Bond ssysthatthe broker who acted in the 
matier, and also the puichasers, had authority 
for all they did. Mr. Bond says that for eight 
years he has suffered a loss upon his consigna- 
ments, and has been unable to unravel the 
mystery. The mattor here noted will be put 
at once before the grand jury, which is now in 
ecesion. The accused parties were gontlemen 
who have borne good reputations,

THE PROPOSED DUMMY RAILWAY 
LINE TO VINEVILLE. 
° _ ‘ 

The Prejectors Undecided as to the Location of ths 
Line- (pformation Wanted on the Subdjest—A 
Bepist Bent Off-—A Oollection of Other 
Interesting News Items of Macon. 


Macon, Ga., April 28.—[Special.]—It will be 
remembered that an article appeared in these 
columns a few days since concerning a pro- 
posed dummy railway line between Macon 
and Vineville. Your correspondent stated 
that it would be extended as far as the labora- 
tory property, which he did on what he consid- 
ered good authority, but there appeared a sort 
of refutation or explanation or something of 
the kind next day which leaves the reporter 
in doubt as to how far it will go. 

Nevertheless, citizens of Vineville ara in 
dead earnest about the matter,and there is 
little doubt but that it will be built. All that 
the corporators ask is forty-five hundred dol- 
lars subscription raised, to put the line on a 
good foundation. One gentleman interested 
bas offered to contribute one thousand of that. 

Colonel Hines, the Clisby estate, Carlin, 
Hoff and others are fuily able to run the line, 
and have plenty of land for a right of way. It 
was suggested today that the proposed line be 
run along the right of way of the Macon and 
Western railroad, or near it, which would give 
an easy grade to the outer edge of Vineville. 

The company propose to run one line toa 
point near the United States courthouse build- 
ing and another to the central passenger depot, 
thus putting Vineville and the neighboring 
euburbs in direct communication with the 
heart of the business part of the city. 

Vineville is filled up with worthy people, 
most all of whom have offices down town, and 
they can well afford toconstruct and operate 
the line until it obtains a secure footing, which 
will soon be the case. 

The projectors of the scheme are anxious to 
learn the cost of sucha plant and the expense 
of running a similar line, and it was suggested 
to your correspondent that a communication 
on the subject from some reliable correspondent 
in some city where the dummy lines are in ex- 
istence, like New Orleans, for instance, would 
be of vast intercat to them just now, 

Charter privileges have been obtained years 
ego for the operation of such a railway line, 
and the projectors anticipate but little trouble 
in securing all the concessions that they desire 
on the part of the city and county and private 
property holders. 

There is no doubt but that the building of 
this line will tend to increase property values 
in all that section of suburban Macon, and new 
homes will spring up rapidly, once there is a 
chance to go and come at a nominal expense,

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LIQUOR VIOLATORS." 


SEVERAL SENSATIONAL SCENES IN 
“WILKINSON COUNTY. 


The Ordinary Found Guilty of Violating the Law, 
and is Fined T’'wice—Aznother Offender Puts on 
Wealthy Airs,and is Grushed Under a4 
Fine of Five Hundred Dollars, 


IrnwiInTon, Ga., April 28.—[Special.]—Hon. 
W. F. Jenkins, the new. judge of the Ocmulgee 
circuit, has given promise of a rigid enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law in Wilkinson 
county. Before he entered upon kis daties 
there was complaint of some laxity in this 
respect. Three true bills were found against 
W. C. D. Carlisle, present ordinary of the 
county, four years ago, for violation of that 
law. At the September term of last year Car- 
lisle made the proposition to the court that he 
would plead guilty to one of the charges in 
consideration of the other two being nol 
prossed. This was agreed to and Carlisle was 
fined $50 and cost, but the court failed to 
mark the cases “nol prossed” on the criminal 
docket, so they still stood open against him. 
When Judge Jenkins took up the’ criminal 
docket in the April term this year he called 
these cases. The ordinary’s surprise can bets 
ter bevximagined than described when he found 
that he was still in the toils of the law for 
those violations. But Judge Jenkins would 
hear no excuse, and Carlis'e was tried, found 
guilty, and fined $100 and cost, with the priv- 
ilege of giving security and paying the fine in 
October. The ordinary being in poor circum- 
stances, with very limited credit, found it very 
difficult to give bond, but finally gave sacurity 
until next fall. 

Another interesting case was that of R. R. 
Gordon, of Toombsboro, who was up on the 
same charge. He was tried ani found 
guilty, with recommendation to the mercy of 
thecourt. When Judge Jenkins toll Gordon 
to stand up. and be sentenced, the following 
colloquy oocrrred : : 

“Mr. Gordon, you have been found guilty of 
selling intoxicating liquors. What is your 
financial condition?” asked the judge. 

Gordon drew himself up, and with arrogant 
demeanor replied: 

“My fivancial condition is goo4, sir. I could 
raieo four or five and probably ten thousand 
dollars.” 

“Oh, well,” replied the judge, “five hundred 
ard cost won’t hurt you.” 

Gordon is really a very poor man, but 
wanted to make an impression on the court. 
He made the impression and managed to give 
security for the debt until fall. There were 
other cases disposed of, but the above are the 
most interesting.

He struggled| bravely for an 
education, through adyerse circumstances, in his 
youth, His father was an Irish immigrant, his 
moiher a Virginian, the daughter of an Irish im- 
migrant. He was born soon after the close of the 
war of independence. He entered congress at an 


early age to take part in ithe declaration of war — 


against England, toconfirm and secure the liber- 
ties the fathers of the republic had won. Whata 
character forithe admiration of true Americans! 
Yet because John C, Calhoun was a southern man, 
the earnest advocate of principles in which he was 
reared and educated, a few small partisan politi- 
cidns, nearly forty years after his death and more 
than twenty years affer the peaceful reunion of 
the sections, are ungenerous enough to revile the 
memery of a statesman whose character Clay, 
Webster and Winthrop extolled!” 


Casting Up Our Accounts. 

We are a great and rich people, but once 
in awhile it is-well enough to cast up our 
accounts and see how we stand. The only 
trouble with us now is that we have too 
much money. With a young individual 
this is the source of great danger. It leads 
to extravagance, to reckless living and not 
infrequently, to immoral habits. With a 
young nation there may be a somewhat sim- 
ilar result from a plethoric purs : 
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fist enough to prevent an accumulation o 
money in the treasury. 

It is probable that another call will soon 
be made for $10,000,000 of the three per cent 
bonds. When these are called there will 
remain less than $10,000,000 of bonds sub- 
ject to call at the discretion of the secretary 
of the treasury. 

The last call for the three per cents will 
probably be issued in Alay, and then the 
government will have out no securities which 
can be redeemed earlier than 1891. In that 
year the four-and-a-half per cents will be 
due. The accumulation of a still greater 
surplus seems therefore to be inevitable. 

This prospect seems so fraught with dan- 
ger tosome excitable statesmen that they 
would have the president call an extra ses- 
sion of congress early in the fall to reduce 
the tariff to a point which would insure the 
diminution of our revenues. Another reme- 
dy suggested by volunteer statesmen is that 
the government should go into open market 
and purchase bonds not yet due at the pre- 
miums they now command. Of ceuse the 
government could not get them at any such 
premiums, for the moment it became a pur- 
chaser the bonds would rise. They are now 
held at big figures. The four-and-a-halfs 
redeemable in 1891 are worth 110}, while 
the regular four per cents are held at 129). 

There is no danger to be‘apprehended from 
a few months’ delay in this matter. An 
extra session of congress is ‘not needed, and 
there is no reason why the government 
should rush into. the money market to bid 
in itsown securities. ' We can wait until the 
fiftieth congress meets, but in waiting we 
imply that that congress must have the wis- 
dom to ¢eal with these great questions. If 
it fuls to meets them with proper capacity 
the democratic party, which will have con- 
trol of the popular branch of that congress, 
will be heavily handicapped. The fiftieth 
congress will find work enough to tax all the 
statesmanship it may possess. We trust it 
may meet its responsibilities in a manner 
that will promote not only the interests of 
ene party, but the welfare of the whole 
country. 4 
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An Interesting Case, 

Many months ago THE CONSTITUTION ex- 
posed a contemptible literary theft. An old 
story written by Fitz James O’Brien, and 
published in Harper’s Magazine before the 
war, was copied by some unscrupulous per- 
son and sold to a literary syndicate. A sim- 
ilar plagiarism has just come to light, and 
singularly enough the perpetrator went to 
Harper’s Magazine for his loot, and took one 
of O’Brien’s stories. 

This bold plagiarist is atfellow named O3- 
canyan. He is a member of the New Yoik 
Press club, andifhe is not the same writer 
who was exposed in these columns sometime 
ago, be resembles him in his methods, and 
in his literary tastes. Oscanyan, however, 
puts on a bold front. He has been arrested 
for his swindle, but his defense is that he 
wrote the stery long before it appeared ia 
Harper’s and gave it to O’Brien to read. 
O’Brien is dead, but several of his friends 
will testify that he wroteit, OnOscanyan’s 
side will appear several members of the 
Press club. 

Plagiarism is much more common than 
one would suppose. Discussing the Oscan- 
yan case the New York Commercial Adver- 
tizer says: 

A young Enclishman came to this country about 
fifteen years ago and fora time got on swimmingly 
as a contributor to the magazines and other period- 
icals. His themes were mainly French and Italian, 
and he explained his unusual familiarity with 
such subjects by the statement that he had lived 
for msny yearsupon the continent in close associ- 
tion with prominent people of every kind, politi- 
cians, bankers, nabobs and anctent aristocratic 
families. One day he*was caughtin the Astor li- 
brary cutting leaves out of very rare bound vol- 
umes of French reviews, etc. He had simply been 
stealing and translating articles from these, and as 
no duplicates existed in the country he had thought 
efiectually to cover his tracks by destroying the 
peges from which his translations were made. His 
Star as a young magazine writter suddenly set. 

There was a Boston writer some years ago whose 
articles were manyin all the periodicals and whose 
wrilings were always entertaining, He was an ex- 
cellent judge of good matter, and stole it with un- 
usual discrimination and taste. Exposure was 
made of his frauds now and then, but he was ofa 
philosophic temperament and never allowed him- 
self to be discouraged or depressed by incidents of 
that nature. He never replied to accusations and 
among his friends he justified himself by saying 
that the pay was low, and that in finding and fur- 
nishing a good thipg wriiten by somebody else he 
really rendered a service to magazine and public 
worth quite ell he got for it. His plea reminds us 
of Franklin’s attitude in the case of the clergyman 
whose ministrations he attended and to whose 
suppc rt he contributed because his sermons were 
gocd, When some brother discovered that he was 
cribbing bis discourses from the older divines and 
sccured his dismissal, Franklin declined to con- 
tinue Lis attendance and contributions, on the 
ground that the new minister’s original sermons 
were far less edifying and entertaining than his 
predecessor’s plagiarisms 

Harper’s Magazine, from which Oscanyan is ac- 
cused of cribbing, isa favorite source of supply to 
the peity plagisrists, because it has been so long 
continued thatthe present generation cannot be 
expected to remember all of the good things of its 
past. The Evening Post once had a correspondent 
who for months sentit singularly interesting let- 
ters. One day be strayed out of his customary fiel I 
ard sent the paper a particularly good sketch of 
an odd character who had flourished in the days of 
early Ohio settlement. After the article was print- 
ed it was discovered that it had been taken almo:t 
bodily from a paper in an old number of Harper’s 
Magazine, and further investigation showed that 
ali the letters on which the correspondent’s repu- 
tation as an entertaining writer was founded, had 
been purloined from certain foreign publications, 

Plagiarism is an idiotic form of dishonesty, 
It is notalways exposed, but it is always 
detected by somebody. Old books and 
msgeazines are preserved and read by thon- 
sands of people, and such readers know 
when a thief has been at work among their 
old favorites. Itis to be hoped that the O:- 
cabyan case will be disposed of in a way 
that will be aterror to evil doers. 


: Reform Needed. 

General Francis A. Walker, of the Boston 
public-school board, has. recently made a 
vigorous protest against the present system 
of teaching arithmetic in the public schools, 
This is a matter of great importance all over 
the country, for the system that prevails in 
Boston is employed in all the public schools, 

In the ‘‘old field’’ schools and in the 
higher class academies that were popular in 
the south before the war, arithmetic was de- 
pended on to strengthen and discipline the 
minds of the pupils. But this arithmetic 
was simply the art of numbers, while even 
the elementary text-books now in use are so 
overburdened with technicalities that arith- 
metic has become an exercise in logic, 

When it is considered that this sublimated 
and technical system is only one of a dozen 
studies, all of which have been similarly 
“Smproved’’ by the arrant pedantry of the 
professional pedagogues, the matter becomes 
of vital importance to parents who are 

boughtful enough to rementber that the 


iy Oise , 


' clerks offensive to the head of the house, 


bility of their minds, are of infinitely more 
value than any systematic task work at 
school. 

But all parents are not thoughtfol. In 
the streets and street cars of Atlanta may be 
seen every school day in the week pale and 
puny boys and girls loaded down with books 
that they ought never to handle until their 
minds are somewhat more mature. Hun- 
dreds of parents permit their children to be 
educated into the grave or into a state of 
mind bordering on imbecility. 

But there is little likelihood of reform, 
for the majority of parents seem to be of the 
opinion that the standing of their children 
on the teachers’ cards is of more importance 
than their health. ‘

faithful, orderly man, who would be a good book- 
keeper, perhaps, a good porter certainly, but asa 
manager he only succee isin driving away custome 
ers and lessening the profits of the house, 

Do phe firm ask him to renew the contract at its 
expiration, or do they, making the best of a bad 
bargain, meanwhile look about fora really com- 
petent man to take his place? 

From the Sun’s point of view the demo- 
cratic party is the busines; firm that has 
employed Mr, Cleve'and to manage its af- 
fairs, and everything it says io the extract 
we have quoted is based on this. 

To begin with, the comparison is ridica- 
lous, to say the least. Mr. Cleveland was 
not elected to attend to the business of the 
democratic pggty, but to attend to the busi- 
ness of the whole country, and he has done 
this with such signal success that his admin- 
istration is indorsed, not only by the demo- 
cratic party, but by the honest people of the 
whole country. 

He was not elected to make himself a par- 
tisan in office, and there is not a reputable 
democrat in the United States but would 
admit that his administration has been a 
good thing for the party.

Tourists in’ Florida. 


Northern travellers in Florida are com- 
plaining bitterly of the tremendous amotnt 
of humbuggery to.be found in that state. 
William C. Prime says that this is the great 
drawback. He says that at least 30,000 
tourists visit Florida every winter and all 
are compelled to pass through Jacksonville, 
a city, which he says, is ‘‘forlorn, repellant 
and destitute of beauty.’’ He says the 
parks in front of the hotels are ‘‘barren sand- 
patches.’ 

We have no doubt Mr. Prime had a very 
hard time in the land of flowers, but he 
should bear in mind that much of theextor- 
tion and humbuggery of which he complains 
is what might be termed exotic. The eager 
tills into which travellers drop abont $2,- 
000,000 annually are mainly managed by 
northern men who know how to snare the 
nimble thrip. There is no objection to this, 
but it is well to assure Mr. Prime that his 
enterprising brethren have what is called a 
very soft snap in Florida. 

We have no doubt that things will grow 
better down there after awhile. After the 
tourists have dropped thirty or forty millions 
into the laps of the energetic northernera 
who go to Fiorida on business, there will be 
enough capital in the state to warrant beau- 
titel parks and drives in Jacksonville and 
low charges at the hotels, Moreover, a com- 
mittee will be appointed to put dowa hum- 


buggery. 


A Sensible Officer, 

Mayor Roche, of Chicago, appears to be a 
little slow in making up his mind about the 
anarchists. . 

In conversation with a newspaper man, 
the other day, Mayor Roche stated that he 
would wait until the anarchists grew bolder 
before he interfered with them. His idea 
was that a few speeches and meetings 
amounted to nothing. 

“The police officials take the mayor’s views 
of the situation, all except Captain O’Don- 
nell, of the second precinch. Captain O’ Don- 
nell does not believe in monkeying with 
outlaws. A short time ago he seized a lot 
of red flags because they were inscribed, 
*‘No God, no Master.’’ He says that he 
will not permit the red flags to float in his 
district, and that he will arrest the first man 
who makes an incendiary speech. 

Captain O’Donnell’s policy strikes us as 
the best way of dealing with the dynamite 
gang. The anarchists make no secret of 
their purpose to overturn the government, 
confiscate property, and kill all who stand 
in their way. It is folly to allow such 
men to hold meetings and periect their or- 
ganization. Whenever two are seen togeth- 
er they should be arrested and sent to the 
rock pile. Severe measures now will save 
trouble in future,

That ofthe Boers in Southern Africa—Lovers 
of Liberty. 


Frém the New York Sun. 

When Great Britain annexed the Transvaal 
in 1877, many of the sturdy Boer farmers declared 
that they would never consent to British rule. 
Their fathers, they said, had left their homes in 
Cape Colony to escape British domination, and 
now they in turn were ready to abandon their 
farms and bury themselves in some region far 
northward, even among savage tribes, if they 
might thus maintain their independence. Eo it 
happened that some time before their brethren 
set up the South African republic and went to war 
for their independence, 7f0 Boers, mea, women 
and children, yoked their oxen to big wagons that 
were piled high with all their moveable property, 
and set out across the Kalahari desert to find new 
homes in the depths of Africa. 

The Sun has already told some of the ‘terrible 
sufferings in the parched Kalahari region, and of 
their toilsome two years’ pilgrimage, during which 
many of them perished before they reached the 
verdant and salubrious plateau where they at last 
planted their future homes. They had traveled 
over 1,000 miles to gain Humpata, the site of their 
new settlement, which is almost directly west of 
the Portuguese town of Mossamedes, and about "150 
miles from the Atlantic ocean. The German ex- 
plorer Denwitz has recently visited them, and has 
brought back some interesting news of this re- 
markable colony. : 

There they are, bine-eyed men and women of 
European ancestry, in the midst of wild tribes who 
are notalways friendly. Awhile ago Chief Jau 
attacked the village, but the Boers had pienty of 
‘powder and bal), and taught histribe a lesson 
they will not soon forget. They have reared their 
houses, built of wood and clay and covered with 
thatch, npon a rolling plain through which runs a 
river. There are usually two rooms in the little 
cottages. Their furniture is very primitive. .Toey 
cannot easily renew many of the household arti- 
cles they brought from they Transvaal, and so they 
pack them away and bring them out only on festive 
occasions. The largest building in the place is the 
little church, where the head of the colony con- 
ducts divine services on Sundays. The coronists 
are Protesiants. About the onjy book they have,is 
the Bible, and the children are taught to read from 
its pages. 

The Boers till no more ground than is necessary 
to provide them with grain and vegetables; but 
the country is full of game, and the menand boys 
spent a great dealof their time hunting. They 
kill many elephants and hippopotami. When they 
first went to Humpata they could not descend from 
the mountainous border of the plateau to the coast 
region except along a narrow-feotpath. They used 
to drive their oxen down, carry their wagons in 
pieces down the deciivity, andthen put them to- 
gether and haul their ivory and hides to the coast, 
With the help of the Portuguese they have built 
a good wagon road through the mountains. Now 
every month they send a little caravan to Mossa- 
medes to sell the products of the chase, and carry 
back to their homes inthe great wilderness such 
wares of Europe as they require, 

The young girls are trained by their mothers in 
all household cares, and many of them since reach- 
ing their new homes have been wedded to young 
meninthecolony. The men take the greatest 
pride in their guns and cattle. Their herd suffered 
terribly on the long march from the Transvaal, but 
from the survivors they have reared a plentiful sup- 
ply of stock. 

Here these white people are living, voluntarily 
exiled from all signs of civilization except such as 
they bave reproduced in their little village; and 
yetthey think their folitade and independence 
are notto complete as they ought to be. The 
thought troubles them that Portugal claims sover- 
eignty over their territory, Portugal has not at- 
tempted in any way to interfere in their affuirs., 
They have preserved complete liberty. They form 
a little republic, and the voiceof the majority 
rules. Still,to many ofthem, the ideais insup- 
portable that they Jive in territory thatis claimed 
by a European power. So they are seriously thiak- 
ing of pullipg up stakesand getting outside even 
of the nominal jurisdiction of the Portuguese, 

A number of the men have been sent by the colo- 
ny to explore that part of the Bibe country north- 
east of Humpata, which isnot included in Portu- 
guese territory. It isthis plateau that Cameron 
said some years ago was well adapted for European 
occupancy. If the delegation reports that the coun- 
try is fitted for the establishment of a colony, there 
is every probability that the Boers will take up 
their march again. In the land they hope to enter 
they will be twice as far from the sea as they now 
are,and the nearest port will be Benguela, in 
Angola. 

These 700 Boerscuta unique figure in African 
colonization. They have shown that itis possible 
for a large party of whites to make their way into 
the depths of Africa several hundred miles within 
the tropics, and to live there in comparative com- 
fort. It is likely that they are the only white peo- 
ple who are competent to achieve success in such 
an undertaking. 


LONDON’S STREETS, 


They Are Carefully Swept for Physical Dirt, 
but the Moral Filthis Appallivg. 
T. C. Crawford, in New York World. 

Within certain limits thero is more free 
dom in England than perhapsin any other coun- 
try in the world. But once you are outside of those 
l: mits, the restrictions are greater thau anywhere 
else, except Russia. The authoritics of London 
appear to be largely content with keeping the 
streets absolutely clean, The pavements are a 
marvel of solidity and excellence. They are kept 
perfectly clean in the most remote and poorer quar- 
ters by a perfect system of street-sweeping. But 
the supervision of the streets appears to cease after 
the mere dirth and filth is cleared away. There is 
apparently no control over the lawless population 
which wanders about the streets of London the 
minute that night appears. Begging of the most 
impucent and shameless character is unchecked 
by the police, The radest kind of altercationsand 
rows may take place under the very noses of the 
police without atiracting their attention. It was 
only recently that a crimina), having committe] a 
murder, visited one of the police stations to satisfy 
his curiosity. He was known then to the police 
as the murderer. Some time af-erwards, 
in the course of an investigation, the 
fact of this visit was discovered. The police were 
asked why they did not arrest the man, and the 
answer was that there hed been no reward put 
up. It is one of the most notorious facts of Lon- 
don life that shameless women walk the streets 
in droves,and appear after a certain hour of the 
night to have the right of way and control of the 
streets, Nothing that has ever been written 
about this has approached a semblance of the 
realtruth. The police pay no attention to them. 
They may be as drunk as they please, shout or 
sing as loud as they like, or be as annoying to 
passers-by as ihey may see fit. The police ignore 
them entirely unless a citizen cares to go through 
the formality of making a specific complaint 
against a specific personage and will 
agree to appear in court to prose- 
cute. Naturally the average citizen is 
not anxious to go through so much notoriety 
end formality, and so complaintsare never made. 
The only tafe rule to follow to spare one’s self an- 
noyance in walking the streets of London, lan 
toid by English. people, is to ignore absolutely 
any remark, request or complaint made to you by 
any stranger. if you set your face like a graven 
imege, end turn neitherright nor to the to the left, 
you will rarely, if ever, be s ted of being an 
unsophisticated foreigner, with feelings and sym- 
= es to be worked upon by the harpies and 

eggars who prowl the streets, fighting like cats 
and @ howling, shouting and drinking, war- 
rogforhumanprey. —_

aie out in the British service; long after they 
pad been forbidden by toe articles of war duo's 
qere fought. Whenan officer was woun ted in 
@ duel, it was represented to the au'h orities— 
gjihough every man in the corps knew other- 
wise—that he had sprained his ank'e or broken 
his leg; and when one of the combatants fell, 
3¢ was only put down to diseass—at homo, ap>- 
plexy; abroad, cholera or fever. Mr. Douglas 
mentions several instances of duelists esssping 
death by the bullets being stopped or deflected 


® py the brass buttons so much worn by our 


ardfathers. When Captain Cuthbert of the 
Boards and Lord Lonsdale fought in 1792, two 
sbots were fired by each without injury to eith- 
er, but Lord Lonsdale’s last shot would proba- 
bly have been fatal if the bullet had not struck 
» button on Captain Cuthbert’s coat. 

An even more wonderfal affair happened in 
1757, when a French officer having said in an 
unguarded moment “that the English army 
had more phlegm than spirit,” he was soon af- 
terward chailenged by an English officer, Cap- 
tain S—-— of the Eleventh regiment of Feot, 
for baving made use of these words. As the 
Chevalier La B——— refused either to apolo- 
gise for or to withdraw the expression, a duel 
took place; and the offense was considered by 
the British to be of so deadly a kind—or, rath- 
er, one Which notbing but the death of the ut- 
terer could extenuate—that he insisted upon 
fighting at five paces. If the two arms and the 
two pistols are taken into account, this short 
distance ws, of course, much reduced, so that 
apparently neither had a chance of escaping. 
Scemingly they bad tossed, or donesomenthing 
else, for “first fire,’ which the Eaoglishman 
won, ard Captain S——-—’s ball “took placa,” 
as might be expected, on the Chevalier’s breast, 
bot, by a marvel! of luck, it was stopped bya 
metal button. The Chevalier, touched by so 
providential escape, magnimimoasly fired iu 
the air, and did noi stop at that, but made a full 
apology by stating that the English have both 
spirit and phiegm. ee 

We resd elsewhere of another duelist pickiog 
mp on his way to the place of meeting a horse- 
ehoe, which, for “luck,” he placed inside of his 


- coat over his heart, and the bullet bappening to 


strike there, the horseshoe saved his life. Gen- 
eral Bonnet, in his duel with General Ornani, 
in Paris, in 1814, owed his life to having a han- 
dred-franc piece in his waistcoat pocxet. 

While Dr. Young, an oilicer belonging to the 
Woolwich garrison, was escorting some ladies 
up the river to Vauxhall, about the year 1720, 
he played them seme tunes on a flute. Behind 
them was a boat, ia which were several officers, 
rowing for the same goal, and,as these soon 
came alongside the one the Doctor and his par- 
ty were in, he ceased playing. 

One of the oflicers immediately asked why 
he did so. ‘‘For the same reason I began,” an- 
swered Dr. Young, “to please myself.’ The 
reply to this was an order to continue playing, 
ending with a threat that if he did not do so, he 
(the officer) would toss the doctor into the 
Thames. Dr. Young complied with the inso- 
Jent demand, and played all the way up the 
river to Vauxhall. During the evening, how- 
ever, the doctor observed the officer wao had 
been £0 musically inclined by himself in one of 
the walks, when he went up to him, and with 
great coolnggss said: “It was, sir, to avoid inter- 
rupting the harmony of either of my company 
or yours that I complied with your arrogant 
demand, but, that you may learn courage is to 
be found under a black ceat as well as under a 
red one, I expect you will meet me tomorrow 
morning at a certain place withoutany sécond, 
the quarrel being entirely between ourselves.’ 
The doctor further covenanted that the affiir 
should be decided with swords, to alk of which 
the officer readily agrecd. | 

The parties met on the following morning as 
had been arranged, but the moment the officer 
had taken his ground and drawn his sword the 
doctor pulled ont a horse pistol and presented 
itathim. “What!” exclaimed the officer in a 
fright, ‘do you mean to assassinate me?” “No,” 
replied the doctor, “but you shall instantly 
put up your sword and dance a minute, other- 
wise you are adead man.” The other at this 
began to swear at his opponent as well as to 
vow he would do nothing of the kind; but the 
doctor was resolute, giving the oflicer clearly 
to understand that if he did not begin to dance 
before he (Young) counted thirty the threat 
would be carried into effect. In slow time the 
doctor began to count, “one, two, three,” and 
by the time he had got up to “ten” the sword 
was returned into its sheath, and before he had 
counted “twenty” the officer was going 
through a minuet as stately as man could do 
that had a loaded pistol leveled within a few 
feet of his head. 

After a quarter of an hour’s practice the 
muzzle of the pistol was lowered, the holder of 
if kaying as it fell, “That will do, sir; wo are 
now quits. You forced me to play against my 
will, and I have compelled you to danca 
Bgaintt yours. Being now on a level, I will 
give you whatever other satisfaction you re. 
quire. The next affair will, of course} be with 
seconds. You know where to find me. Good 
morning.” The dector, however, Heard no 
more of the matter. 

Several letters reflecting on the character of 
a lady having been published in the Morning 
Pest in 1777, Captain Stony, a celebrated buck 
of the day, challenged the editor, the Rev. Mr. 
Bate, on the understanding that there were to 
be no seconds. 

They mei in a room, and, locking the door, 
took up their positions. Having discharged 
their pistols without effect, they threw these on 
the ground, and, drawing their swords, attackod 
each other most resolutely, the result being 
that Mr. Bate was wounded in the thigh and 
Captain Stony in the arm and breast. By this 
time people were hammering at the door of the 
room trying to open it, but the swordsmen 
were too intenton their work to attend, and 
the conclusion would have been fatal to one or 
both but for an incident which occurred in the 
combat. This was owing to the bending of the 
bisde of Mr. Bate’s sword, which was caused 
by the point meeting the captain’s breastbone. - 
On Mr. Bate apprising his opponent of this, 
Captain[Stony called upon him tojstraighten it; 
and in the interim, while Mr. Bate had his 
sword under his goot for that purpose, the door 
was broken open; otherwise, as remarked, the 
death of one or both of the parties might have 
ensued. On the Saturday following Captain 
Btony married the lady whom he had thus de- 
fended at the hazard of his life,

of his candles; oe went from one thing on to 
auother withont atfall being able in the least 
*pparently, to disturb the other's placidity. At 
he snatched the newspaper out of the Eng- 
man’s hand; and then the Briton slowly 
Toke up, displsying to the astonished eyes of 
ve Genla guardsman some 6 fret 6 inches 
igh. The giant, bending across the table, 
Blzed hold of the Frenchman’s nose with one 
sand and hischin with the other, and. wrench- 
at his month open, spat down histhroat. With 
& bowl the Frenchman, holding his under jaw 
With both hands, ran outof the room. His jaw 
Was broken; and neither he nor any of his 
comrades was seen again at that cafe. 
The English officer was the late General Sir 
thee Pson, who for a time commanded in 
Crimea, and who was, in his time, the tali- 
est man in the British army. : :

Said to be Under Indictment in this State, 


The interest in the Blackwood case is in- 
creasing. 

Owing to the illness of Governor Gordon no ac- 
tion has yet been taken upon Governor Richard- 
son’s requisition for Messrs. Stone and McNally. It 
is probable thatthe governor will turn his atten. 
= to this matter as soon as he is able to be at his 
office. 

It will be remembered that Ed Stone, who is an 
Augusta police oflicer, and W. P. MeNally, a bank 
official of the same city, are wanted in Aiken coun. 
ty, Eouth Carolina, to auswer to a charge of kid- 
nepping ore F. A. Blackwood. Several other 
charges are also made against them. Black- 
wooo, who has a penitentiary record, was charged 
with passing forged checks upon the Augusta bank 
with which JeNally is connected. The work of 
arresting Blackwood was put in Stone’s hands and 
heand McNally went over into South Carolina 
after their man. They found Blackwood at his 
home and brought him to Georgia. Theysay that 
he came with them ofhis own accord, saying that 
he would not put them tothe trouble of getting 
requisition papers. This, however. is denied. 

lackwood is now confined in the Augusta jail. 

For some time past Governor Richardson has been 

endeavering to secure his release, but failing in 

that he has now made requisition for Stone and 

McNally. 

One peculiar feature of the caseis the fact that 
Stone is also under indictmentin this state and if 
the court in which the indictment was secured in- 
terferes, South Carolina will probably have to wait 
until he is tried for the first offense. It is said that 
McNally is also under indictment for some offense 
committed in Augusta, If thisis true, matiersare 
likely to become even more complicated,

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GEORGIA’S NEW CAPITOL. 


Neeting of the Commission Yesterday—A 
Few Facts Concerning the Building. 


The regular monthly meeting of the capitol 
commission was held at the governor's office 
yesterdsy morning. 

At 9 o’clock the members of the commission 
met at the office of Miles & Horn, the contrac- 
torr, and devoted some time to a thorough in- 
epection of the building. Everything was 
fonnd to be in excellent condition. 

Frem here they went to the governor’s of- 
fice, All of the members were present, and. in 
the absence of Governor Gordon, General 
Phi'ip Cook, chairman pro tem., presided. 

Estimate 27 was presented by Architect Ed- 
breoke. It shows the net amount due contrac- 
tors to be $20,480.58, and after approving it a 
requisition was made upon the governor for 


$20,692 51, which sum includes the superinten- 


Cent’s salary and one or two small items. 

Mr. Edbrooke, the architect, was authorized 
to change inside finish of light shafts from 
lastering to galvanized iron, provided it can 
cone without additional cost to the state. 

Tne commission adjcurned to meet Thurs- 
day, May 26th. 

The books of the commission show that there 
have already been put in the building 101,856 
cubic feet of stone, the cost of which is $203,- 
712. The number of bricks reaches 8 615,000, 
and the cost $105,533 75. Lessthan haif. the 
iron ccntracted for bas as yet been putin, yot 


the building contains 1,717,388 pounds, the-~ 


cost of which bas been $60,439.42, 

The material in the building represents a 
total cost of $134,463.19, and the material now 
ov the ground, principally cut stone and iron, 
$41,432 65. The total amount of the prescnt 
estimate is $428 506 26. 

Each of the large stone colamns coets the 
state, in position, $452. The contractors lost 
heavily on these,as they get no more per 
cubic feot for that work than they do for work 
of the roughest kind,

themeelves as highlg pleased with the way the 
welk is progretsing.
